Methods Which Are Relied Upon to Prevent
Future Strikes.

Al a meeting of the Builders’ Exchange
vesterday afternoon, s decisive step waa
taken against the Bricklayers’ Union. The
directors of the Bricklayers’ Trade School
made & proposition nsking thst the pupils
of the school be allowed to do the work on
the Newsboys" Home.

. The contractors, architects, and all parties
connected with the ercction of the building
were called into the meeting and sll agreed
to the proposition.

Abllity of the Boys.

There are 32 boys in the school who, it is
stated, have a good knowledge of the trade,
and under the supervision of competent
master bricklayers can do the work as well
as the union bricklayers, according to the
Exchange people.

It was also decided at this meeting to in-
erease the branches in the school, and in the
future carpentering, painting, plumbing
and several other trades will be tanght. By
doing this matters will be so arranged that,
in case of strikes, the pupils can do the
work satisfactorily. Teachers will be em-
ployed in all the different lines.

It was given ont several weeks ago that
delegates to the National Convention of the
Exchange would be elected at this meeting,
but for some remson the election was de-
ferred until the next regular quarterly
meeting, which will be quite soon.
